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Status of the Claims 

1. Claims 1-31 are pending in this application. An IDS is filed on 1 1/03/2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 6 lacks an antecedent basis for "within the bonding box" on page 23, claim 16, 
lines 4-5. 

3. Claims 1, 14, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
vague and unclear when claiming '"creating an object index for each one of the plurality of 
moving objects and a query index for each one of the moving queries using the corresponding 
bounding box". The applicants do not disclose how to create an index for a moving object, 
what specific tool to use for that creation; one with ordinary skill in the art cannot 
duplicate a working model of claimed invention. 

Restriction/Election 

4. According very broad characteristic of this invention, the election to one of the 
following inventions is deemed necessary. The delay of this requirement is regretted by 
the examiner of the record. 

5. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
I. Group I : claims 1-13 are drawn to a method of evaluating stock "prices (see the specification, 
para. [0021] wherein "moving objects" are defined as stock prices, US classification 705/37. 
D. Group H claims 14-3 1 are drawn to a physical medium/system for evaluating of moving 
queries over moving vehicles (see FIG..1 of this invention), US classification 701/207. 

6. The inventions (group I, and group II) are distinct by above definitions, each from 
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the other because of the following reasons: 

7. Inventions Group I, and Group II are related as using moving queries that 
associating to moving objects; however, these groups can represent different applications: 
i.e., in financial, and in navigation predicting) . Group II is directed to a distinct field of 
application (in automobile navigations) comparing to what claim in Group I (stock price 
predictions). 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classifications, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. Applicants are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
